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FOREWORD. 


In  preparing  the  Seventh  Annual  Medical  Report  of  the  Glasgow 
Royal  Maternity  and  Women’s  Hospital,  the  same  scheme  has  been 
followed  as  in  previous  years.  As  far  as  possible  the  data  have  been 
arranged  in  accordance  with  the  standard  scheme  suggested  by  the 
Committee  appointed  by  the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine  for  the 
unification  of  the  clinical  reports  of  maternity  hospitals.  A  new 
case-sheet  has  been  designed  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  more 
detailed  records. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  the  reader,  who  is  not  personally  acquainted 
with  the  work  of  the  Hospital,  to  mention  some  of  the  facts  regarding 
the  accommodation  for  patients  and  the  mode  of  admission  before 
discussing  the  clinical  records  of  the  year’s  work. 

The  Hospital,  which  is  the  largest  purely  maternity  hospital  in 
the  country,  has  175  beds,  and  is  run  on  the  permanent  unit  system, 
the  details  of  which  are  found  on  the  opposite  page ;  78  beds  are 
reserved  for  ante-natal  cases,  78  for  lying-in  cases,  and  19  are  set 
aside  for  “  suspect  ”  cases.  These  latter  beds  are  situated  in  a  separate 
block.  This  Isolation  Block  is  under  the  charge  of  one  of  the  Assistant 
Obstetric  Surgeons,  the  various  Assistant  Obstetric  Surgeons  holding 
this  post  for  periods  of  four  months  each,  and  a  special  House  Surgeon 
looks  after  the  wards  in  this  block  alone.  During  the  tenure  of  office 
neither  the  Assistant  Obstetric  Surgeon  nor  the  Isolation  House 
-Surgeon  has  any  dealings  with  patients  in  the  other  parts  of  the 
Hospital.  Such  cases  as  “  failed  forceps,”  and  others  which  have 
had  manipulation  before  admission  are  sent  direct  to  the  Isolation 
Block.  By  arrangement  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  septic 
cases  are  transferred  to  the  City  Fever  Hospitals. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  trustees  of  Mr.  Peter  Coats  the 
Hospital  has  been  able  to  appoint  a  Resident  Anaesthetist,  and  to  retain 
a  visiting  anaesthetist. 

During  the  year  1932  there  were  4,391  patients  admitted,  the 
average  daily  number  of  patients  in  the  Hospital  being  164.  The 
average  residence  of  patients  in  the  wards  was  13-6  days.  The  largest 
number  of  patients  resident  on  any  one  day  was  183  and  the  smallest 
number  was  142.  The  number  of  children  born  in  the  Hospital  was 
■3,137.  Of  this  number  2,740,  or  87  per  cent.,  were  born  alive ;  while 
397,  or  13  per  cent.,  were  stillborn.  During  the  year  there  were  82 
maternal  deaths  in  the  Hospital,  giving  a  death  rate  of  1-8  per  cent. 
Co-operation  with  the  Corporation  of  Glasgow  has  enabled  the  Hospital 
to  continue  its  policy  of  not  refusing  treatment  to  any  woman  in  labour, 
wdthout  increasing  the  overcrowding  of  the  wards.  In  1932  the  muni¬ 
cipal  hospitals  accepted  1,022  patients  as  overflow  cases.  Of  that 
number  26  were  abnormal.  These  cases  are  not  considered  in  making 
up  this  statistical  report,  which  deals  only  with  cases  treated  actually 
in  the  Hospital. 
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The  Ante-natal  Department  is  an  increasingly  important  part  of 
the  Hospital.  From  the  Ante-natal  Dispensary,  on  the  premises, 
many  cases  are  admitted  to  the  Obstetrical  Department  and  to  the 
Ante-natal  Wards.  In  1932,  1,561  patients  were  treated  in  these 
wards.  This  amounts  to  35  -5  per  cent,  of  all  admissions  to  the  Hospital. 
Since  1930  the  Ante-natal  Dispensary  has  been  open  on  Saturdays  to' 
cope  with  increasing  numbers  of  patients.  With  this  Dispensary  is- 
combined  a  Post-natal  Dispensary  and  an  Infant  Consultation  (Child 
Welfare)  Centre,  at  all  of  which  the  total  attendances  during  the  year 
1932  numbered  20,988. 

In  addition  to  the  indoor  cases  and  dispensary  cases  referred  to* 
above,  the  Hospital  carries  on  a  large  amount  of  obstetrical  work  in 
“  the  district,”  i.e .,  in  the  patients’  own  homes,  and  from  this  source 
a  certain  number  of  emergency  cases  are  admitted  to  the  wards. 
During  1932,  4,716  women  were  attended  in  childbirth  by  the  Maternity 
Hospital  staff,  and  in  all  51,027  visits  (an  average  of  4,252  visits  per 
month)  were  paid  to  them  in  their  homes  ;  of  the  cases  delivered  in 
“  the  district,”  332  or  7  per  cent,  were  abnormal ;  4,609  were  born  in 
“  the  district,”  and  of  these  97  per  cent,  were  born  alive  ;  3  maternal 
deaths  occurred  in  “  the  district,”  i.e.,  0-06  per  cent. 

Many  patients  are  sent  to  the  Hospital  as  emergency  cases  by 
medical  practitioners  and  midwives,  and  even  other  institutions.  A 
large  number  of  cases  are  recommended  by  other  clinics  in  the  city. 
Many  cases  are  sent  from  a  considerable  distance,  e.g.,  the  Western  Isles. 

During  1932  the  number  of  abnormal  cases  was  2,873,  or  65  per  cent, 
of  all  admissions.  (This  number  includes  the  1,561  ante-natal  cases.) 
Many  of  these  were  emergency  cases.  This  fact,  together  with  many 
others,  such  as  the  high  incidence  of  rickets  in  the  population  which 
is  served  by  the  Hospital,  indicates  that  the  type  of  case  dealt  with  is 
unfortunately  often  of  the  gravest  variety.  This  has  to  be  borne  in 
mind  when  comparing  the  incidence  of  the  more  serious  complications- 
of  labour  and  the  mortality  and  morbidity  rates  with  those  of  other 
institutions,  where  there  is  not  this  measure  of  abnormality  with 
which  to  contend.  Special  attention  is  drawn  to  the  large  number 
of  deaths  occurring  within  twenty-four  hours  of  admission. 

In  this  report  new  sections  have  been  produced  dealing  with  face 
and  brow  presentations,  occipito-posterior  presentations,  and  trans¬ 
verse  presentations  ;  the  lists  of  abnormalities  have  been  alphabetically 
arranged  ;  several  sections,  e.g.,  maternal  deaths,  have  been  rearranged,, 
and  where  possible  additional  information  has  been  given  with  regard 
to  Puerperal  Sepsis  and  Pyrexia. 

The  simple  division  of  cases  into  “  Booked  ”  cases  and 
“  Emergencies  ”  suggested  by  the  Committee  of  the  Boyal  Society  of 
Medicine  is  not  easy  to  apply  to  this  Hospital.  The  scheme  has, 
therefore,  been  modified  to  a  slight  extent,  and  the  indoor  cases  have 
been  divided  into  three  categories  for  the  purpose  of  this  report,  viz. 
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Category  A. — Patients  who  were  under  ante-natal  supervision 
for  a  sufficient  length  of  time  to  allow  of  the  diagnosis  and  treatment 
of  any  abnormality  which  might  be  present. 

Category  B. — Patients  sent  in  as  emergency  cases  by  medical 
practitioners  or  midwives,  or  by  doctors,  nurses,  or  students  working 
in  “  the  district.” 

Category  C. — Patients  who  have  not  been  under  ante-natal 
supervision.  These  were  for  the  most  part  women  who  applied  for 
admission  at  the  onset  of  labour  without  having  been  seen  by  a 
doctor  or  midwife. 

It  will  be  noted  that  this  classification  is  based  upon  the  time 
during  which  the  patient  had  ante-natal  supervision  rather  than 
upon  the  type  of  supervision. 

The  number  of  cases  in  each  category  was  as  follows : — 


Category  A. — With  ante-natal  supervision,  -  2,940 

Category  B. — Emergencies,  ------  1,050 

Category  C. — Without  ante-natal  supervision,  -  -  401

Prom  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  of  a  total  of  4,391  patients 
treated  in  the  wards  of  the  Hospital,  2,940  (or  66-9  per  cent.)  had  been 
under  ante-natal  supervision;  1,050  (or  23-9  per  cent.)  were  sent  in 
as  emergency  cases  ;  401  (or  9  T  per  cent.)  were  without  recommendation 
of  any  kind. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  the  reader  to  mention  that  a  considerable 
amount  of  research  work  is  being  carried  on  by  members  of  the  medical 
staff  into  infections  of  the  urinary  tract,  puerperal  fever,  and  the 
toxaemias  of  pregnancy. 

During  the  year  1932,  156  medical  students  enrolled  for  training 
in  practical  midwifery  and  275  nurses  enrolled  for  training  for  the 
certificate  of  the  Central  Mid  wives’  Board.

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Contracted  Pelvis. 

Four  hundred  and  thirty-five  cases  of  contracted  pelvis  were 
admitted  during  the  year  1932,  and  of  these  396  had  been  under  ante¬ 
natal  supervision,  35  were  sent  in  as  emergencies,  and  4  were  admitted 
without  having  been  under  previous  supervision.  There  were  14 
maternal  deaths  and  53  stillbirths.  Puerperal  sepsis  was  noted  in 
33  cases  and  pyrexia  in  53  cases.  Of  the  14  fatal  cases,  4  died  from 
sepsis  ;  2  died  under  anaesthesia  ;  2  died  from  obstetric  shock ;  and 
one  death  resulted  from  each  of  the  following  causes  : — eclampsia, 
lobar  pneumonia,  volvulus,  gangrene  of  lung,  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
and  ruptured  uterus.

Five  of  the  deaths 
were  due  to  haemorrhage,  three  cases  dying  undelivered  ;  three  deaths 
were  due  to  sepsis,  one  to  lobar  pneumonia,  and  one  case  died  under 
anaesthesia  prior  to  operation.  There  were  27  stillbirths.  Puerperal 
sepsis  was  noted  in  7  cases  and  puerperal  pyrexia  in  12  cases.

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Toxemia  of  Pregnancy. 

During  the  year  1932  there  were  393  cases  of  toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 
Owing  to  lack  of  uniformity  in  the  nomenclature  employed  by  different 
members  of  the  staff,  it  has  been  necessary  to  confine  the  subdivision 
of  these  cases  to  three  categories,  viz.  : — (1)  albuminuria,  pre-eclamptic 
toxaemia,  and  nephritic  toxaemia ;  (2)  eclampsia ;  (3)  hyperemesis 

(including  late  persistent  vomiting).  Cases  of  transient  albuminuria 
during  labour  or  immediately  following  it  have  been  excluded. 
Dividing  the  cases  in  this  way,  there  were  229  cases  of  the  first  class 
(albuminuria,  pre-eclamptic  toxaemia,  and  nephritic  toxaemia),  66  of 
the  second  class  (eclampsia),  and  98  of  the  third  class  (hyperemesis 
and  late  persistent  vomiting). 

Amongst  the  2,940  cases  which  had  been  under  ante-natal  super¬ 
vision  there  were  298  toxaemia  cases  (196  in  class  1,  38  in  class  2,  and  64 
in  class  3).  There  were  thus  6-6  per  cent,  of  the  cases  in  Category  A 
which  were  toxaemic  (class  1)  and  1-2  per  cent,  which  were  eclamptic 
(class  2)  and  2-1  per  cent,  were  cases  of  hyperemesis. 

Of  the  1,050  cases  which  were  sent  in  as  emergencies  there  were  90 
which  were  toxaemic  (28  in  class  1,  28  in  class  2,  and  34  in  class  3). 
There  were  thus  2-6  per  cent,  of  the  cases  in  Category  B  which  were 
toxaemic  (class  1)  and  6-6  per  cent,  which  were  eclamptic  (class  2) 
and  3-2  per  cent,  were  cases  of  hyperemesis. 

Of  the  401  cases  which  were  admitted  without  having  had 
previous  supervision  there  were  5  which  were  toxaemic  (5  in  class  1). 
There  were  thus  1-2  per  cent,  of  the  cases  in  Category  C  which  were 
toxaemic  (class  1). 

There  were  26  maternal  deaths  out  of  the  total  293  toxaemic  cases. 
The  incidence  in  the  various  groups  is  shown  in  the  following  table : — -

One  hundred  and  sixteen  cases  of  heart  disease  were  admitted 
during  the  year  1932.  Of  these,  103  had  been  under  ante-natal 
supervision,  12  were  sent  in  as  emergencies,  and  1  applied  for 
admission  without  having  been  under  previous  supervision.  There 
were  8  maternal  deaths,  6  of  which  were  in  Category  A  and  2  in 
Category  B.  A  definite  history  of  acute  rheumatic  fever  was  obtained 
in  59  cases,  and  a  doubtful  history  in  4  others.

The  Scottish  Departmental  Committee  on  Puerperal  Morbidity 
and  Mortality  (1924)  suggested  (paragraph  16)  a  classification  of 
maternal  deaths  on  a  pathological  basis.  This  classification  has  been 
adopted  in  the  table  given  below. 

There  were  82  maternal  deaths  in  the  Hospital  during  the  year 
1932  ;  45  (56  per  cent.)  of  these  were  in  cases  which  had  been  under 
ante-natal  supervision  ;  34  (41  -4  per  cent.)  were  in  cases  sent  in  as 
emergencies  ;  and  3  (3-6  per  cent.)  were  in  cases  which  had  not  been 
under  ante-natal  supervision.  Of  the  total  number  of  deaths  39 
(47-5  per  cent.)  died  within  24  hours  of  admission,  21*  (25-6  per  cent.) 
died  after  24  hours,  but  within  7  days  of  admission,  and  22  (26-8  per 
cent.)  died  after  7  days.  Nine  of  the  cases  were  admitted  after  delivery 
at  home,  while  22  cases  (including  2  of  abortion)  died  undelivered. 
Of  the  45  deaths  in  Category  A  only  11  of  the  cases  had  attended  the 
Out-patient  Department  of  the  Hospital.  Puerperal  sepsis  was  noted 
in  17  (20-7  per  cent.)  of  the  82  cases  and  puerperal  pyrexia  in  7  (9-5 
per  cent.). 

Since  there  were  4,391  admissions  to  the  Hospital  during  the  year, 
the  death-rate  was  18  per  thousand  (or  1-8  per  cent.).  The  death- 
rates  in  the  three  categories  were  as  follows : — 

Category  A  (cases  under  ante-natal  supervision)  : 

death-rate,  -  -  -  -  -  -  -  1-5  per  cent. 

Category  B  (cases  sent  in  as  emergencies) : 

death-rate,  -  - . 3-2  per  cent. 

Category  C  (cases  not  under  ante-natal  super¬ 
vision)  :  death-rate,  -  -  -  -  -  0-74  per  cent.

The  total  number  of  stillbirths  in  the  indoor  cases  during  the  year 
was  398.  Since  the  total  number  of  viable  children  born  was  3,137, 
this  gives  an  incidence  of  stillbirth  of  12-6  per  cent. 

In  the  Outdoor  Department  the  total  number  of  stillbirths  was  116, 
giving  an  incidence  rate  of  3  per  cent. 

2.  Neonatal  Deaths. 

The  total  number  of  neonatal  deaths  was  160.  The  number  of 
viable  children  born  being  3,137,  this  gives  an  incidence  of  neonatal 
death  of  5-1  per  cent;  79  of  the  neonatal  deaths  occurred  during  the 
first  day  (equal  to  49  per  cent,  of  all  neonatal  deaths)  If  these 
cases  are  deducted  from  the  total,  there  remain  81  cases,  giving  a 
neonatal  death  rate  of  2’5  per  cent. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

The  following  tables  have  been  prepared  from  the  records  of  Hospital 
cases  who  developed  puerperal  fever  or  puerperal  pyrexia  while  in 
the  wards. 

The  standard  used  was  that  of  the  Department  of  Health  which 
defines  puerperal  pyrexia  as  any  febrile  condition  (other  than  a  con¬ 
dition  which  is  required  to  be  notified  as  puerperal  fever)  occurring 
in  a  woman  within  21  days  after  childbirth  or  miscarriage,  in  "which 
a  temperature  of  100-4°  F.  (38°  C.)  or  more  has  been  sustained  during 
a  period  of  24  hours  or  has  recurred  during  that  period.  In  order 
to  obtain  more  accurate  figures,  elevations  of  temperature  occurring 
immediately  after  delivery,  miscarriage  or  abortion  are  included  and  all 
temperatures  have  been  taken  from  4  hourly  records. 

In  the  tables  each  case  has  been  placed  under  one  heading  only. 

The  puerperal  sepsis  table  gives  the  distribution  of  cases  in  the 
various  categories  and  indicates  the  nature  of  the  cases  in  which  sepsis 
was  found. 

The  puerperal  pyrexia  table  indicates  the  various  causes  of  pyrexia. 
The  large  number  of  cases  of  pyrexia  of  unknown  origin  indicates 
the  difficulty  experienced  in  determining  the  origin  of  the  febrile 
disturbance  and  the  need  for  complete  clinical  and  bacteriological 
examinations  in  all  such  cases. 

Details  of  the  cases  which  died  of  puerperal  sepsis  are  to  be  found 
in  the  section  on  maternal  deaths.

Abortions,  Miscarriages,  and  Missed  Abortions. 

There  were  529  cases  admitted  on  account  of  incomplete,  threatened, 
or  missed  abortion  during  the  year.  Of  these,  232  were  in  Category  A, 
193  in  Category  B,  and  104  in  Catego  y  C:  80  of  the  patients  were 
primigravidse  and  the  remaining  449  were  multiparse.
